Summary of reasons for decision: 

The video file has the effect of normalising sexual activity involving animals. Although brief, it at least 
tends to support bestiality and is therefore deemed to be objectionable under s3(2)(e) of the Films, 
Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993. Depictions such as this break down the taboos that 
surround bestiality and normalise a sexual interest in animals. The classification of this video file 





interferes with the right to freedom of expression but is the only outcome consistent with 
Parliament’s clear intendon to prevent such material from being publicly available.
